The question of the validity of Harlau's 


election to the Senate of the United State*, 
though of no importance to any political 
party, is of very great importance • to the 
country. The law of his State requirca U»»l 


Senators shall be elected in a convention of 
the two HOUMS of the General Assembly. 
The two House* met in convention, and rd- 
journed to meet again the next day. The 
Democratic party finding that they were in 
the minority in that convention, and know- 
ing that they had the majority of the Sen- 
ate, their Senators withdrew from the con- 
vention with the view of defeating an elec- 
tion. The majority of the convention pro- 
ceeded and elected Havlan Senator j—and 
now it is said, that heis illegally elected be- 
cause a majority of the Senate were not 
present at the time of his election, and that 
the factious opposition of the majority of 
the Senate ought to defeat the election.— 
This is going one step further than Gov. 
Allen's Senate went in 1852, for they re- 
fused to join in grand convention at all. 
It 


is the duty of Legislatures to elect Senators. 
This obligation is enforced only by the oath 
of office of the members; and if they violate 
this we know of no remedy but with the peo- 
ple. But if a majority of one branch of a 
Legislature refuse to elect Senators in one 
State, they may do it in every State and 
thus put an end to the Senate, and conse- 
quently, to the government. 


But this case of Harlan, presents a differ- 


ent question. It is this, whether after the 
two Houses o; the General Assembly be- 
come blended into one for a particular pur- 
pose, the majority of one of the Houses by 
reti. *n~, incapacitates the majority of the 
convention from proceeding with its business. 
It would seem that when Senators and 
Representatives enter into grand conven- 
tion, they arsumed a different relation to 
that convention from the one to which they 
bore to the respective Houses to which they 
belonged. They were not then together as 
Bepresentatives and Senators, but as ir^n 
bers of the grand committee of f c tv/o 
Houses. The distinction between So-.ir.ior
